2. Claims 1, 3, 4, and 6-14 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding claims 1 and 1 1 , the prior art references Stenman, Ugawa and Matsumoto fail 
to teach a service manager of a remote control terminal storing a plurality of pieces of instruction 
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information showing the user how to obtain predetermined services being referred by the user 
and display means displays the instruction information obtained by obtaining means showing the 
user how to obtain the selected service being referred by the user. There is no suggestion or 
motivation in the references to combine with any other references to teach the limitation. 

Since claims 3, 4, 6-10 and 12-14 are dependent claims, these claims are also allowed.
